Milo B. Bailey, president of the 
Antioch Grade School Board, was 
a casualty in the election held 
Saturday. 

Richard C. Holland, an incum- 
bent, led the field of seven candi- 
dates with 431 votes. He was 
joined on thfe board by LaVcrnc 
M. Woods. who polled 363 votes 
and Charles Ray Atwood who col- 
lected 304 marks. 

Bailey ran fourth in the field, 
garnering 257 votes. Other unsuc- 
cessful candidates were Jay W, 
Richardson, .255; John A. Fries, 
245, and Leslie Faber, 71. „ 

Dr. Fred Bobzion, the other in- 
cumbent, did not scckjc-clcction. 

At Grass Lake, the incumbent 
board president, Gary. Vaughn, 
lost his try for re-election, but two 
other incumbents won additional 
terms on the District 36 board. 

They were Lawrence Yopp with 
113 voles and Lorraine Ccrk with 
91 voles. 

Michael Wojnowiak was the 
third winner, with 100 votes. 
Doris Samson and Elizabeth 
Shkapich got 82 and 33 votes re- 
spectively in losing efforts.

In the Antioch High School Dis- 
trict race, incumbents were re- 
turned to office ' for additional 
terms. 

They arc Dr. Albert Bucar, 646; 
Bcttc Meyer, 620; and Robert

Challengers Fred Walpole had 
525 and Larry Fears, 454. 

In the Emmons School District, 
incumbents Donald Schcedlo, 
Richard Ruck and. Daniel Mar as 
all won unopposed 3-ycar terms.

County Board of Trustees at 
Saturday's election. 

Final ballot figures from 32' 
precincts established for the 
election gave Mrs. Kopriva,.. 
wife of a, physician and surgeon, 
3.284 tallies. 

She finished third in a field of 
seven competing for three vacan- . 
cies, one of them from the unin- 
corporated areas. 

Mrs. Kopriva was given 583 
votes by Antioch voters. She 
collected 566 in Round Lake, 292 
in the: Grant High School Dis- 
trict. 243 in the Warren High 
School District (Woodland), 181 at . 
Zion-B'ehton High School, and 
167 in Lake Villa. 

Mrs. Kopriva took office Tues-. 
day night along with Robert . 
Wright of rural Libertyville, a 
Lake County resident since 1921; • 
who led the field in the voting. f 

Also elected to the board was 
Theodore Paxton, an incumbent 
from Zion, .who finished second, 
with 3,509, one less than Wright. 

Charles Neal of North Chicago, 
an incumbent, seeking re-elec- 
tion,, was beaten, and finished 
fifth behind John Cappilelli of 
Lake Villa, a CLC student. 

College officials "said the heav-~ 
iest voting occurred in the Lib- 
ertyville, Antioch, Zion and Round 
Lake areas. 

Other unsuccessful candidates 
were William Smart . and John 
Jakaitis of Waukcgan. A disap- 
pointing turnout of 200 showed 
up to vote in Waukcgan.

"The Antioch Pegion Post 748, 
Department of Illinois, that ap- 
proved of the Administration's 
Vict Nam Policy in a letter 
stating so, feels now is the time 
to express their feelings as to 
the unjust conviction of Lt. Wil- 
liam Calley.

ing, also a Combat Veteran and 
Past Commander of the American 
Legion, offered a motion and was 
duly .seconded by a member in 
good standing, a Combat Veteran 
and Past Commander- of the. 
American Legion, that you as - 
our President of the People, by 
the People, should grant Lt. Wil- 
liam Calley an absolute pardon 
and restore htm to his rank in

(Continued from Iw^e.oue) 
since any adjustment has been re- 
quested in the Education Fund 
rate. Recent information pro- 
vided by the County Superintend- 
ent's.- Office indicates, that us' of 
June 30, 1970, there was only one 
other: District in Lake County with 
I. a lower Education Fund Tax rate. 
Since the last Education Fund 
Tax rale increase, student enroll- 
' ment has doubled from approxi- 
mately (558 to 1330. The teaching 
staff has also "doubled in that 
same period from 34 to GO. 
Building size, and subsequently 
employment of related personnel, 
has more than doubled . The 
Board is hopeful this reflects to 
the community the prudent fis- 
....cal policies which have been in ef- 
fect. These policies have enabled 
our school to consume this tre- 
mendous growth, and yet main- 
tain a constant Education Fund 
Tax .rale. 

Perhaps as significant as any 
other factor is an examination or 
the school's fiscal position when a 
. rate increase' became necessary 
some twelve years ago. The 
Board at that time was not asking 
for money to build a large cash 
reserve or . to vastly expand the 
educational program. . The in- 
crease at that time was necessary 
for the same reasons as today. 
The growth of the pupil population 
■was increasing, and regardless of 
budget pruning or reduced educa- 
tional programs; taxes receivable 
I could no longer reasonably be ex- 
pected to balance "the ratio- of 
expenditures and revenue.

The weatheF should become ac- 1 
ccptable fairly soon, and maybe] 
you are considering doing some 
motorcycle or motorbike riding 
during the pleasant months. 
'** If. you are, and your driver's 
license was issued after January 
1. 1&69,. your license must - carry' 
a motorcycle and/or motor-driv- 
en cycle classification, or your 
operation of that kind of vehicle 
will be' illegal. You must qualify 
for a motorcycle and/or motor- 
driven cycle classification by ex- 
amination, and you must have 'it 
whether you own,. borrow or rent 
one of those vehicles. 
. Those requirements of state law 
were pointed out today by .Secre- 
tary of State John W. Lewis. 
| Secretary Lewis gave this as 
an example: , , 

A driver currently holds a Class 
B license. This is the classifica- 
tion which entitles him to drive 
motor vehicles through 16,000 
pounds gross weight except mo- 
torcycles or motor-driven cycles. 
He plans to rent or buy a motor- 
driven cycle for use during the 
good Weather. A motor-driven 
cycle Is one with less than 150 c.c. 
piston displacement.

. Here is whathe miist do to op 
erate'that vehicle legally: Apply 
for a reclassification of his driv- 
ers license,,, pqy a fee* of $3, . take 
a written examination and take a 
driving test on that kind of vehi- 
cle. Upon successful completion 
of the two parts -of the examina- 
tion, his license will 'be corrected 
to show BL classifications. 

If he wishes to drive one of the 
big motorcycles, the kind with 150 
c.c. piston displacement or more, 
he must follow the same proced- 
ure, .but the driving test must be 
on the; big. bike; The new classi- 
fications on the license will be 
BM, and he will be qualified to 
operate both motorcycles and 
motor-driven cycles. ' 

In either case, he cannot drive 
the cycle to the Drivers License 
Examining Station himself. Some- 
one holding the required .classifi- 
cation must do. the driving or' the 
bike must be transported in some 
other vehicle.' .' 

There are age restrictions, too. 
Applicants for the. motor driven 
cycle classification must be at 
least 16 years of age, and appli- 
cants for the motorcycle classifi- 
cation must be at least 16 years of 
age.. 

That's what the law requires, 
and Secretary Lewis urged any- 
one planning on driving either 
motorcycles or motor-driven cy- 
cles to be in compliance with it 
before revving up.

Illinois Veterans 
To Receive 
Insurance Dividends 

The Veterans Administration 
announced that 230,411 Illinois 
veterans holding World War I 
and World War II Insurance poli- 
cies will receive $14,952,400 in 
dividends this year' 

John B. Naser, director of the 
Chicago VA regional Office, said 
these dividends are part of a rec- 
ord $275 million in annual divi- 
dends Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Donald E. Johnson ap- 
proved for distribution in 1971. 
v The higher dividends, Naser 
noted, were made possible be- 
cause of increased interest earn- 
ings of the World War I United 
States Government Life Insur- 
ance (USGLD and the World 
War II National Service Life In- 
surance (NSLI) trust funds, 

Naser noted that nationally 
dividends totaling $255 million 
averaging about $64 apiece will 
go to about 47)00,000 veterans with 
NSLI policies. 

The 163,400 veterans vwilh USf 
GLI policies will receive $20 mil- 
lion in dividends, averaging about 
$122 apiece. All dividends will be 
paid in 1971 on the anniversary 
dates of the policies, Naser said. 

The' VA official stressed -that 
since payment of dividends will 
be automatic, veterans need not 
write to the VA to receeive pay-, 
ment. Veterans .who have in- 
structed VA to retain their, divi- 
dends will receive 'appropriate 
statements, he advised. 

In 1970, more thaii 4 t 19i,O0O 
veterans with NSLI and USGLI 
policies received $264' million in 
dividends. Those with USGLI 
policies averaged more than $115 
apiece, while those with NSLI 
policies averaged nearly, $61. , 
. Naser explained that .the 
amount of dividend a veteran re- 
ceives depends on such factors 
as the plan of insurance, age of 
the insured, = age of the policy 

and its face value*

The 24-page booklet notes that 
the number of phones in the 
world increased by about 90 per 
cent in the past decade to more 
than 255 million. The United 
States has 115.2 million of them 
or about 45% of. the world total. 
In 1960, there were 70.8 million 
telephones in this country. 

Japan, with .23,131,688 tele- 
phones, and the United Kingdom, 
with 13,947,00th rank second and 
'third .as countries with the most 
phones. 

The United States .ranks first 
in the .number of annual conver- 
sations per person with 745, fol- 
lowed by Canada, 710, Sweden, 
650, and Iceland, 846. ' 

Because it takes a full year to 
gather the data, the figures in 
"The World's Telephones" reflect 
developments to January 1, 1970. 
. An increase of 17.3 million tele- 
phones worldwide in 1969 repre- 
sented a 7.3 percent growth rate, 
the highest rate in 13 years. 
Much of the increase can be at- 
tributed to four areas where the 
growth rate was more than dou- 
ble the worldwide average: Hong 
Kong, Greece, Korea and Brazil. 

AT&T says, there are 859,326 
phones in Washington, D. C, and 
an estimated 858,000 residents, or 
100.2 phones for every 100 people.

Chicago's Roper... 
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In Pollution 



- A Lake County committee has 
designed a cure for the problem 
of pollution caused by Inadequate 
treatment of wastewater, and now 
seeks state enabling legislation to 
effect the plan. 

Last December the County 
Board of Supervisors established 
a committee of 12 of its members 
and county employees profession- 
ally trained in the field to review 
the wastewater problems and rec- 
ommend action to solve them. 

The committee has formulated 
permissive state legislation to 
allow any icounty government ..in 
Illinois to organize, and adminis- 
ter a • wastewater system on a 
subcounty basis. The geographi- 
cal arcu of each county would be 
divided into' one or more service 
areas, called subrcgions. Resi- 
dents of each subrcgion would 
hold a referendum to determine 
whether they chose to be a part

of the county-wide system. 

A ' County . Wastewater Board 
would be appointed by the Coun- 
ty Supervisors, with representa- 
tion from each- subrcgion manda- 
tory. This board would then ac- 
quire existing wastewater inter- 
ceptor sewerage, treatment and 
disposal facilities, or build them. 
The board would maintain and 
operate these central facilities, 
while local communities, sanitary 
districts or private utility com- 
panies remained In control of and 
responsible^ for local sewers. 

The plan, would exclude sani- 
tary districts with populations of 
more than 100,000 which already 
have a size capable of efficient 
and economical operation. Thus 
the North Shore Sanitary District 
would not be included. 

Difficulties in Lake County have 
arisen from the limited Jurisdic- 
tions of the smaller ^municipali- 
ties and sanitary districts, from 
the Inefficiency inhcrltcnt In 
small scale operations, and often 
from the lack of a sufficient area 
to form an adequate tax base to 
provide increases of facilities to 
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keep up with growth. Other coun- 
ties are faced with similar prob- 
lems, > 
Highlighting the difficulties of 
relatively small governments in 
keeping wastewater facilities ade- 
quate for the pace of their growth 
in Lake County have been the re- 
cent restrictions, on building. 
They were imposed by the hesi- 
tancy of the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board to allow additional 
hook-ups to sewers in several vil- 
lages, because sewerage treat- 
ment and facilities arc already In- 
adequate for the volume of waste- 
water. 



In the proposed* public works 
program, costs incurred within a 
subrcgion would be borne by the 
residents of that region. Costs 
of such services would be shared 
in accordance with accepted en- 
gineering, economic or accounting 
practices. 

Tho Wastewater Board could 
plan the development of the sys- 
tem within ouch subregion, al- 
lowing reserve capacities in the 
Interceptor sewers and treatment 
Works for future growth, 'Capaci- 
ties so provided would be served 
for specific communities and the 
capital, costs involved borne by 
those communities. 

:. Operating and maintenance 
costs of the county wastewater 
system would' be paid by each 
subregion in proportion to the 
volume and strength of the waste- 
water treated. AIL financing, in- 
cluding the issuance of bonds, 
would be recommended by the 
Wastewater Board to the Board 
of Supervisors. The final action 
for implementation and referen- 
dum would rest with the rosldents 
as to Issuance of bonds, 

The Wastewater Board would 
have the authority to acquire ex- 
isting facilities and continue to 
operate them, or phase them out 
by replacement. The plan would 
not necessarily mean the im- 
mediate construction of large in- 
terceptor sewers and single con- 
solidated treatment plants but 
will accomplish this in a very 
short time. 

Board of Supervisors Chairman 
August P. Cepon invited repre- 
sentatives of areas involved to a 
March 22 meeting to hear the re- 
port of the Wastewater Commit- 
tee. Representatives of four sani- 
tary districts, five townships 
and 27 -municipalities and other 
governmental units attended. Mr. 
Cepon and other committee mem- 
bers felt the temper of the group 
was in support of the proposal. 

With this evidence of the neces- 
sary local' support, Robert J. 
Degen, Director of Lake County 
Public Works Department, and 
other committee members met 
"March 20 with this area's state 
senators' and- representatives to 
ask them to sponsor the measure 
in Springfield. 

The next need is for local resi- 
dents to support the plan strong- 
ly enough' to encourage the pas- 
sage of the necessary act In the 
Illinois legislature. • 

Then, to Implement the plan, 
residents of a subregion must 
pass a local referendum, approv- 
ing the proposal.
